Remember laughing at the teachers 
jokes even when they weren't tun- 
ny? 
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Behind the senior tri-captains of Trent Fry, David Swihart and 
Kevin Doss the Skins football squad evened out at 5-5. 

Total offense for the group was 2.058; 1.345 on the ground, and 
713 in the air. Doss had a total of nine TD's and junior Marcel Yoder 
was right behind with eight. Doss carried 104 times good enough 
for 582 yards. Yoder again was second with 121 for 449 yards. 

All-stater Swihart, who shared the honor with John Yordy, Keith 
Conder, Fry and Adam Rassi, led the Skins with 19 catches and 
compiled 226 yards. Many of these came from the arm of Doss who 
led another category, that of passing. He attempted 116 throws, 
48 of these were completed, an impressive total of 602 yards to his 
name by season's end. 

Sack-man Adam Rassi totalled 7 sacks and big Keith Conder had 
5. Fry led the way with an identical record of 68 solo and 68 assists 
for tackles. Rassi finished with 55 solos and 47 assists. 

Before any of these stats were final the Skins opened the year by 
crunching Northridge 41-0. Yoder ran for two touchdowns, Doss 
another, sophomore Rick Mirer one, and the highlight of the eve- 
ning was an 89 yard interception return by senior Mike Jacka all 
helped to shutout the Raiders. 

The second game of the year against Bremen was special for 
Marcel Yoder as he became only the fourth player in the long 
history of Redskin football to run for four touchdowns. He tied with 
the great Ron Lewallen who unbelieveably did the incredible feat 
four times in 1981 when the Skins were state runners-up. Also 
achieving the record were Dave Hess in 1970 and Dal Whittle in 
1924. 

The Skins jumped out to a 2-0 record, but then tasted some of 
their own medicine as they were shutout by Northwood 13-0. 

At the season's end the Skins first played Concord int he section- 
al, and it was Mirer's turn to be the hero by kicking two field goals 
for the team's only scores. 

Against the DeKalb Barons the Redskins only scored once, and 
this was in the fourth period, as the Barons were just too much, and 
defeated GHS 28-7.
